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TICKING 


N IKE’S much-anticipated 
Hackney store launched 
with a queue of residents 
excited to see the 
building which has been under 
wraps for months. 

With whoops, claps, shouts 
and hollas, Nike’s energetic 
team of staff welcomed their first 
customers on 26 May. The 
shop spans three levels and is 
located on Morning Lane, the 
home of the ‘Hackney Walk’ 
fashion district. 

Nike now joins a number of 
other fashion stores to open in 
East London’s newest fashion 
centre, developed with money 
secured by the Council from 
the Greater London Authority 
(GLA) after the riots which 
took place in 2011. 


Nike’s latest employees include 
14 residents who, with help 
from the Council’s Ways into 
Work scheme - which supports, 
coaches and matches unemployed 
residents with employers in the 
borough - are now working for 
one of the world’s largest and 
most-recognised brands. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, Cabinet 
Member for Regeneration, who 
attended the opening, said: 

“The purpose of Hackney Walk 
has always been to create jobs 
and a host of career, training 
and learning opportunities 
for residents across the 
fashion, design, retail and 
creative industries. 

“With Nike launching in the 
borough, and hiring staff locally 
thanks to our Ways into Work

service, the Council is helping to 
set the precedent for other brands 
- big and small - to ensure they 
think of Hackney residents first 
when recruiting.” 

Nike employee Rhea Johnson, 
22, from Victoria Park, said: “It 
has been an amazing experience, 
I’ve met loads of incredible people 
and I’m looking forward to where 
this journey is going to take 
me, especially as I’m studying a 
strength and conditioning sports 
course at university. 

“Ways into Work gave me 
loads of support, preparation 
sessions and coaching for the 
interview, like what and what 
not to say, which made me a lot 
more confident and helped me 
get the job.” 

Zara Thompson, 24, from 


Well Street, added: “I’m so glad I 
got the job, and I’m really excited 
to be given the opportunity to 
work for the first Nike factory 
store in Hackney. It’s the start of 
my retail career. 

“Ways into Work helped me 
loads with nice and friendly 
staff which I’m so glad about. 

If a person from Hackney is 
looking for work, it’s worthwhile 
contacting Ways into Work, 
there are loads of opportunities 
in the borough, the team are very 
supportive and it works.”

PROPOSAL to 
close 13 junctions 
to motor vehicles 
around London 
Fields looks set to be 
shelved following public 
opposition in the area. 

Last October, the Council 
announced it would 
trial a restriction zone 
around London Fields in 
a bid to end ‘rat-running’ 
and improve conditions 
for pedestrians and 
cyclists, prior to a public 
consultation. It was part 
of the bigger Bloomsbury 
to Walthamstow TfL 
Quietway scheme. 

After listening to the 
concerns of residents in the 
area, the Council decided to 
hold a consultation without 
implementing the trial. 

Four potential options 
were put forward to reduce 
the amount of traffic using 
the London Fields area. 

These included the 
original proposal to close 
junctions to through- 
traffic, which would have 


meant resident motorists, 
pedestrians and cyclists 
would still be able to pass 
through the closures, but 
motor vehicles would not. 

Consultation responses 
showed that although many 
people living outside the 
London Fields catchment 
area (79 per cent) supported 
the proposal, the majority of 
those living in the area (67 
per cent) opposed the idea. 

Some 47 per cent of those 
living within the catchment 
area supported putting in 
a width-restriction gate 
on Middleton Road. This 
would mean a reduction in 
traffic on Middleton Road 
and remove the largest 
vehicles, which pose the 
greatest risk to cyclists. 

On this basis, a report 
due to be considered by 


the Council’s Cabinet on 
1 8 July will recommend 
that this option - width 
restrictions on Middleton 
Road - is approved and 
taken forward as on an 
experimental basis. 

This would allow the 
Council to measure the 
impacts of the changes on 
all roads in the area under 
real life conditions and help 
inform any future decisions. 

The Council is also 
looking at the consultation 
feedback from individual 
streets to ascertain 
whether localised, minor 
traffic calming measures - 
where resident support 
was strong - can be 
implemented to augment 
the width restriction in 
Middleton Road. 

Traffic flow and pollution 


levels would be carefully 
monitored and taken into 
account when assessing the 
success of the scheme and, 
following a review, changes 
would be made accordingly. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods and 
Sustainability, said: “We 
have had a full and informed 
conversation about traffic 
management in the London 
Fields area. We have 
listened to and answered 
questions from residents 
throughout the discussion. 
Residents have told us the 
option they would prefer 
that we test out, so I will be 
taking a report to Cabinet 
recommending that this 
option is taken forward.”

Meena Mongan, a 
member of the Traveller 
community in Hackney, 
said: “Hove GRTHM 
- it’s the best way of 
spreading the news about 
the beauty of our culture 


and a great way to bring all 
communities together as 
one. The events are usually 
fun and I look forward to 
going along to the different 
activities with my family.” 

Despite having a history 
in London spanning the 
last 500 years, most people 
know little of the rich 
culture of the Gypsy, Roma 
and Traveller communities. 
Experts believe that 
ignorance may lead to 
misunderstanding and 
discrimination with nine out 


of 10 UK Gypsy, Traveller 
or Roma children reporting 
incidences of racial abuse. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “Taking part 
in GRTHM is a great way 
to celebrate the diversity we 
are so proud of in Hackney. 
It gives everyone the chance 
to not only learn more 
about the rich history of the 
Gypsy, Roma and Traveller 
communities, but to get 
involved with a living and 
thriving culture.”

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New crime role for Cllr Linden 

HACKNEY Deputy Mayor, Cllr Sophie Linden, is set 
to be appointed Deputy Mayor of London for Policing 
and Crime. 

Cllr Linden, who was first elected to the Council in 2006, 
was nominated for the post by the new Mayor of London, 
Sadiq Khan. In her role at Hackney, she has responsibility 
for crime, community safety, environmental health and 
trading standards, equalities and civic engagement. She 
will stand down from the Council later this month. 

Cllr Linden said: “I am delighted and honoured to be 
nominated by the Mayor of London to join his team, 
covering a brief I’m passionate about. But I am sad at 
the thought of stepping down from my role at Hackney 
Council. It’s been a privilege to 
represent the people of Hackney for 
the last 10 years.” 

Following Cllr Linden’s formal 
resignation, there will be a by- 
election in the Hackney Central ward. 
Her successor to the role of Deputy 
Mayor has yet to be announced. 



Archaeologists dig into Hackney’s past to discover Shakespeare’s theatre 



is 
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ARCHAEOLOGISTS 
digging into Hackney’s 
history have discovered 
props that Shakespeare 
himself might have used. 

A bird whistle is among 
the finds so far uncovered 
at the site of the Curtain 
Theatre in Shoreditch, one 
of the bard’s least- 
documented playhouses. 

Archaeologists from 


the Museum of London 
Archaeology (MOLA), 
who are excavating the 
16th-century site, believe 
it may have been used 
for sound effects during 
productions of ‘Romeo 
and Juliet’, since the 
play contains numerous 
references to bird song. 

The Curtain was home 
to Shakespeare’s theatre 


company from 1597 to 1599 
and historians have long 
wondered what it looked 
like. The dig, which began in 
April, has so far identified its 
courtyard and inner walls, as 
well as some personal items. 

These will eventually be 
on display within a new 
development of homes, 
shops and restaurants. 

Chris Thomas, Director 


of Heritage Consultancy 
at MOLA, said: “This is a 
fantastic site which gives 
us unique insight into early 
Shakespearian theatres.” 
Public tours of the site are 
taking place every Friday, 
until 24 June. They are free, 
but require booking.

What for: Community champion 
Profile: Caroline is a potter, guerrilla gardener 
and all round community minded person. She 
has been a trader in Victoria Park village for 
38 years, and has helped to keep the area a 
vibrant and busy place. When shops started 
shutting due to supermarket competition, 
Caroline set up a local traders’ association 
and managed to bring back a butcher, 
fishmonger, baker and greengrocer to the 
area. As well as being a champion for local 
traders, she can often be seen doing some 
guerrilla gardening on the roundabout 
in Victoria Park, making an attractive 
centrepiece to the area and earning her 
the nickname ‘lady on the roundabout’. 


Who: Rachel Klien 
What for: Doula 

Distance: Rachel is a doula (birth-companion) for members of the 
Jewish community in Hackney, and has been coordinating a team of 
1 8 voluntary doulas for over 22 years. 

The doulas attend and support local mothers before, during and 
after birth, helping around 80 mums and babies each month. 

Rachel has led and organised the service which supports many 
women who often encounter language and cultural barriers to 
accessing mainstream medical support. 

The service has led to a recognised decrease in infant mortality 
rates, adverse mental health issues for mothers, caesarean 
sections and birth interventions in that community. 

Rachel wanted to commend all of her volunteers who are 
‘committed to undertaking their labour of love.’

Take a walk on the wild side and discover 
Hackney’s architecture, history and wildlife 



P EOPLE often say 
they love Hackney 
for its diversity. I 
love Hackney for 
its biodiversity,” says Cath 
Prisk, founder of local 
social enterprise Outdoor 
People and author of 
‘Hackney Wild Walks’, a 
series of maps designed to 
help families get outdoors. 

Hackney’s green 
credentials are indeed 
impressive: 40 per cent 
of borough land is made 
up of green areas. It has 
24 sites of importance for 
nature conservation within 
its bounds and at least 30 
protected species within 
its borders. 

“It has so many different 
sides,” continues Cath. 
Adding: “I love walking 
through gritty Hackney 
Wick as much as leafy 
Springfield Park. New 


graffiti pops up behind 
the old world feel of the 
Geffrye Museum herbal 
garden, and you can say 
‘hi’ to the sheep and 
donkeys at Hackney City 
Farm, or see the explosion 
of exotic plants in front 
gardens around Haggerston. 

“There’s elegant 
architecture from the 17th 
century in one street and 
modernist academies in 
the next. It’s all walkable, 
explorable and there’s 
always more to discover.” 


Cath’s passion for 
Hackney’s architectural 
diversity is something she 
shares with Sean Gubbins, 
who runs a schedule 
of history walks in the 
borough for the Hackney 
Society. 

Sean says: “By walking 
Hackney’s streets you get 
to feel part of the place, 
building up a familiarity and 
concern for our borough. 
More so, if you get to know 
the local history: why places 
bear the names they do, why 


and how they were built, 
who lived there, when 
and why. 

“Walking gives you 
more time to look around 
and take things in, to 
see things you had not 
noticed before ... a different 
perspective. Hackney is 
always changing. After a 
couple of months re-visit 
a street to find a new use 
for an old building or, 
sadly, its demolition and 
replacement, maybe bearing 
a name which harks back to 
centuries past.” 

It’s not just the borough’s 
fantastic wildlife you 
encounter when taking a 
stroll, but its history too. So 
pull on your trainers and 
take a stroll this summer. 
You never know what you 
might discover. 

Here are five of the 
borough’s best walks. 
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Colourful canals to wonderful 


woodlands 


Start: Church Crescent, Well Street Common, E9 
Finish: Marshgate Bridge, Homerton Rd, E9 
Distance: Approx. 3 km 

A GENTLE stroll across Well Street Common takes you into Victoria Park 
- London’s first truly ‘public’ park - created in response to a petition 
to Queen Victoria in 1 840. The Hertford Union Canal, which you’ll hit 
next, was opened 1 0 years earlier to connect London’s docks with 
the Midlands. A sunny stroll down its towpath today takes you to the 
Lee Navigation Canal, dating back even further to 1 768. 

A final stretch through Wick Woodland brings you back onto 
Homerton Road and into the present day.

Start: Poole St entrance to Shoreditch Park, N1 
Finish: Town Hall Square, Mare St, E8 
Distance: Approx. 4.5 km 
ONE for architecture buffs. Starting in Shoreditch Park this route weaves through some of the 
borough’s smaller green spaces, like Hoxton Community Garden and St Mary’s Garden, revealing 
views of Hackney’s historic buildings along the way. You’ll see the former film hub Gainsborough 
Studios, the fine old buildings of Hoxton Street, stop to chat to the animals at Hackney City Farm 
and wind up crossing London Fields to finish with a view of the Hackney Empire’s famous facade.

Hidden 
gardens and 
architectural 




Start: Clissold Park, N1 6 
Finish: Springfield Park, E5 
Distance: Approx. 5.2 km 
CLISSOLD Park, where this walk kicks off, 
was built in 1 790 as the country home for a 
family named Hoare. You will see the house 
in which they lived as you walk through the 
grounds towards Abney Park Cemetery, 
one of the ‘magnificent seven’ garden 
cemeteries built in the second half of the 
nineteenth century. On to Stoke Newington 
Common, where the West Hackney 
Almshouses were built in 1 889, and you are 
on the final stretch to Springfield Park, where 
you can take in the wonderful views over the 
flood plains of the River Lea.

St John-at-Hackney Church to 
Springfield Park 


Start: St John-at-Hackney Churchyard, Narrow Way, E8 
Finish: Springfield Park, E5 
Distance: Approx. 5 km 

START your stroll at St John-at-Hackney Church. When 
it was built in 1 792, it stood in the middle of an open 
field. Today, you will need to cross the busy Lower 
Clapton Road before heading north west to find the next 
oasis of green: Hackney Downs. Then snake east to 
South Millfields to see Hackney’s largest collection of 
elm trees, one of which is more than 300cm in girth. 

If you’ve worked up a hunger (or a thirst), break the 
journey up at the Princess of Wales pub before following 
the towpath along the River Lea to Springfield Park.

D ID you know that 
East London has 
one of the highest 
concentrations 
of artists within Europe, 
but also some of the 
lowest levels of engagement 
with art?” The question 
posed by Hadrian Garrard 
is one he has dedicated 
most of his professional 
life addressing. 

The director of non- 
profit agency Create 
London, he has just been 
announced as the winner 
of the 2016 Genesis Prize. 
The only prize of its kind, 
it recognises outstanding 
mentors of artistic talent. 

It is worth £25,000 but, 
true to form, Hadrian has 
already given it away. 

“Create London 
exists to connect artists 
with communities,” 
explains Hadrian. When 
he was working on the 
refurbishment of the 
Hackney Empire, he 
began to be bothered by 
the fact that an area 
could be ‘full of theatre, 
artists and galleries’, and 
yet the majority of its 
population might never 
benefit from that. 

His preoccupation with 
the issue came to fruition 
when he was commissioned 
by the London 2012 Games 
organising committee to 
create public art projects 
in the Olympic and 
Paralympic host boroughs. 

“It’s not just about 
making culture free,” 
explains Hadrian. Adding: 
“It’s about making it 
accessible, putting it in 
non-traditional contexts 
and showing people that it 
can bring real benefits to 
the communities in which 
it happens. It’s great for 
neighbourhoods when 
artistic communities move 
in, but only if they interact.” 

Accordingly, Create 
doesn’t commission art for 
traditional galleries. In and 
around East London, it has 
commissioned over 100 
artists to do what might 
well count as some of the 



most ambitious projects 
of their careers: building a 
cinema under a motorway, 
for example, or creating a 
soft play centre for children, 

“In 2012, the year after 
the riots, we persuaded the 
Savoy Hotel to let the artist 
Ruth Ewan and more than 
200 East London teenagers 
to stage a take over of the 
Lancaster Ballroom,” 
laughs Hadrian. 

Adding: “That has to be 
one of the highlights of the 
last seven years for me. We 
wanted to allow the young 
people to see London in

a different way, and take 
ownership of parts of it that 
seemed totally inaccessible 
to them. Some of them 
had never been to central 
London, or even seen the 
Thames before, so it was a 
wonderful experience to be 
part of.” 

Creating opportunities 
for East London’s young 
people is a big part of what 
Hadrian does. In 2012, 
Create London collaborated 
with a New Direction to 
start a project called ‘Create 
Jobs’ that organises work 
placements, mentoring, 


support and ultimately 
paid employment for 16 to 
24-year-old East Londoners 
in the creative sectors. 

Last year, Create found 
jobs for over 130 young 
people in the creative sector 
and worked with children in 
more than 25 East London 
schools. It helped establish 
Open School East which 
supports 13 postgraduate 
art students by giving them 
free tuition and studio 
spaces. In exchange, they 
deliver workshops and 
events for people living on 
the De Beauvoir Estate. 

“At the moment, we’re 
working with a ceramicist 
called Aaron Angell, 
developing a new youth 
programme,” says Hadrian. 
From his studio in Hoxton, 
the artist is working with 
a group of young adults 
who are learning the science 
of glazing, and how to set 
up and run a workshop. 
Some will end up in paid 
employment at the studio, 
others will leave with new 
professional skills. 

“Young people whose 
families can’t afford to 
give them lots of financial 
support need other forms of 
extended support if they are 
going to break into careers 
in the arts,” he explains. 

That’s why, having only 
just received his £25,000 
prize from the Genesis 
Foundation, Hadrian 
has already invested it in 
someone else. Accordingly, 
Sophie Chapman is the 
first recipient of the Young 
Curator Award. 

“There are grants out 
there for artists of all kinds, 
but not to support young 
curators. We wanted 
to create a scheme that 
would support a young 
curator who had huge 
potential, but who didn’t 
have other forms of 
advantage,” he says. 

It looks like Hadrian’s 
win is everyone’s gain.

SOME 50 bee species have been recorded in Hackney 
over the past four years, with several rare ones 
discovered in Abney Park Cemetery and Woodberry 
Wetlands, both in Stoke Newington.

■HE Council is 
consulting on 
proposals to use 
a former depot 
in Haggerston as a 
temporary school while 
it builds two brand new 
secondaries to help meet 
the need for more places 
for local pupils. 

The City of London 
schools group, which 
already sponsors a 
successful academy in 
the borough, has 
submitted applications 
to the Department for 
Education to open two 
new secondaries. 

Decisions are expected in 
the summer. If approved, 
it is proposed that the new 
schools will be built on the 
site of Britannia Leisure 
Centre, N1 - alongside a 
brand new leisure centre - 
and Benthal Primary School, 
near Hackney Downs. 

Hackney’s Local 
Education Partnership is 
drawing up plans for these 
schools, which would 
be built to the same high

standards as the borough’s 
other secondaries, already 
provided through the 
Council’s Building Schools 
for the Future programme. 

The temporary site, 
in Audrey Street, was 
historically a depot for 
the Council’s parks team, 
and was also used as 
accommodation for Bridge 
Academy in 2007, while its 
permanent site was built. 
The high quality temporary 
buildings will help Hackney 
meet the need for two 
more schools by 2021, 
and provide 2,500 
additional places. 

The proposals will not 
affect the nearby BMX 
track, or the orchard area 
to the south of the depot. 
Arrangements have been 
discussed with existing users 


of the site to relocate them 
elsewhere within the park. 

The temporary site 
would initially provide 
accommodation for the 
school being built on the 
Britannia site. It would open 
in 2017 and move into its 
permanent site in 2020, at 
which point pupils starting 
at the second school would 
move in, until the Benthal 
site opens in 2022. 

Cllr Anntoinette Bramble, 
Cabinet Member for 
Children’s Services, said: 
“This is the latest stage of 
our exciting and ambitious 
project to secure the school 
places we need to ensure we 
can provide local schools for 
local children. 

“This programme has 
been ongoing for over 
a decade and has seen a 


number of new academies 
open and existing schools 
rebuilt, refurbished and 
expanded. Using the former 
parks depot means we can 
ensure high quality school 
places while we build the 
permanent schools.” 

Residents who live near 
the depot should have 
received an invitation to 
find out more about the 
proposals at a drop-in 
session on 14 June, from 
4pm to 8pm, at Whiston 
and Goldsmiths Community 
Hall, Goldsmiths Row, 

E2 8QY. 

There will be further 
opportunities to feedback 
on design specifics when 
a planning application 
is submitted.

EVERAL Hackney 
schools have 
teamed up with 
the London 
Community Credit Union 
to offer young people 
their own savings account 
as part of an innovative 
Council scheme. 

Skinners’ Academy, N4, 
The Urswick School, E9, 
and Chabad Lubavitch 
School, N16, are already 
participating in the scheme, 
in which the Council gives 
students a £20 balance and 
new savings account. 

The Council teamed up 
with secondary schools 
to offer every child in Year 
7 a credit union Young 
Saver Account at the start 
of the year. 

The aim is to encourage 
responsible financial 
behaviour, as well a 
giving students the tools 
to manage their money 
into adulthood. The 
scheme overlaps with the 
curriculum, with credit 
union advisers teaching 
a range of life-long skills 


from budgeting and saving 
to handling cash. 

Cllr Anntoinette 
Bramble, Cabinet Member 
for Children’s Services, 
said: “This scheme is 
about helping our next 
generation understand 
the importance of good 
financial management and 
giving them a little helping 
hand so they can become 
smart and savvy savers. 

“Many young people 
have never used banks, or 
have not had the experience 
of managing money, 
which can make financial 
decisions in later life 
difficult. This ranges from 
not putting money into a 
safe and secure account, to 
using extortionate payday 
loans instead of those at a 
reasonable rate.” 


Abdul Abdallah, 12, 
who attends The Urswick 
School, said: “Opening up 
a savings account is giving 
me a great start in life and 
will help me to save for my 
future. I just want to save 
more for my education 
as I would like to go to 
university or, one day, 
afford my own property. 

“I think that all young 
people like me should think 
about opening a savings 
account instead 
of spending the money 
they have. They should 
just save it instead to spend 
on their future.” 

Eniola Adediji, 11, who 
also attends The Urswick 
School, added: “This is a 
really smart initiative, it’s 
letting us save money for 
the future, and whenever I 


receive birthday or pocket 
money now I can put it 
straight into my account, 
instead of hiding it around 
the house. Em just going to 
start saving now and spend 
on my education later on.” 

Some residents don’t 
have a bank account and 
the Council is aware that 
some residents are turning 
to payday loans and, in 
some cases, loan sharks to 
pay their rent, purchase 
household items or to buy 
new school uniforms for 
their children. 

Through the Young 
Savers Account, and other 
schemes, the Council hopes 
to help residents better 
understand the true cost of 
borrowing, and where they 
can go to get debt advice.

Many of the gardens 
have a long history of being 
cultivated and carefully 
looked after, but others are 
relative newcomers on the 
scene, having been used for 
different purposes during 
their history. This article 
takes a look at the stories 
of just a few of the gardens 
that will be on display over 
the weekend. 

The Geffrye Museum 
originally served as 
the almshouses of the 
Ironmongers’ Company, 
founded by Sir Robert 
Geffrye in his will of 1703, 
to shelter his elderly former 
employees. The almoners 
moved out in the early 
1900s, but uncertainty over 


the fate of the almshouses 
provoked a struggle that 
lasted over 20 years to save 
them from destruction. 

Preservation groups 
fought the proposed 
redevelopment of the site, 
arguing alongside residents, 
that the old tree-lined lawns 
in front of the almshouses 
were a rare piece of green 
open space in Shoreditch, 
which at that time had no 
parks. London County 
Council (LCC) came to 
the rescue, buying the site 
in 1910 to preserve the 
grounds as an open space 
for public recreation, with 
the gardens opening two 
years later. The original 
front lawns have now 
been complemented by the 
addition of a herb garden to 
the side of the building and 
period gardens to the rear. 

The gardens at St Joseph’s 
Hospice in Mare Street have 
existed for over a century, 
providing a beautiful, calm 
space for relaxation and 
contemplation by both 
residents and visitors. Part 


of the hospice, Cambridge 
Lodge Villas, was built in 
1856 by local developer 
Marmaduke Matthews and, 
from 1865 to 1868, was 
the home of William and 
Catherine Booth, founders 
of the Salvation Army. 

The Cambridge Lodge 
estate was put up for sale 
in 1903. Five Irish Catholic 
nuns wanted to buy the 
estate to use for their 
charitable work amongst 
the poorest of Hackney’s 
residents, but didn’t have 
enough money, and the 
estate was sold for £10,000 
to an anonymous buyer in 
December of that year. 

But just three months 
later the buyer donated the 
estate to the Sisters for use 
as a hospice for the dying, 
which opened in 1905. In 
1936, the neighbouring 
Cambridge Heath 
Congregational Church on 
Mare Street was demolished 
enabling the hospice to 
expand. The garden was an 
important feature from the 
outset, and has gone on to 


win a veritable bouquet of 
awards including a medal at 
the Chelsea Flower Show in 
its centenary year of 2005. 

The old pumping station 
in Green Lanes was built for 
the New River Company 
in the 1850s in an area 
that was at the time mainly 
fields. It looks like a Scottish 
baronial castle, a design 
chosen to help disguise 
the industrial building, 
which the few locals living 
nearby felt would be an 
ugly eyesore. Over the years 
additional outbuildings 
were added to the site, and 
all the time the surrounding 
fields were gradually 
disappearing under new 
roads and houses. 

By the early 1970s, 
the pumping station was 
redundant and earmarked 
for demolition but, unlike 
its original neighbours, 
residents flew to the defence 
of ‘their castle’ which was 
given listed building status 
in 1974 as a result, although 
it took another 20 years 
before it was finally decided 


what to do with it. 

The Castle Climbing 
Centre opened in 1995, and 
since 2009 the exterior of 
the site has been landscaped 
and an impressive organic 
garden has been developed, 
which grows food for the 
cafe, provides a habitat for 
wildlife and a place to relax. 

Dalston’s Eastern Curve 
garden provides a peaceful 
oasis from the noise and 
traffic of busy Dalston Lane. 
It was developed on the site 
of the old Eastern Curve 
line of the North London 
Railway extension that 
opened in 1865. It formed 
a triangular junction, the 
two curves meeting at the 
original Dalston Junction 
station before running south 
to Broad Street station. 

The Eastern Curve line was 
closed in 1944, the tracks 
removed in 1965 and the 
site remained derelict. 

The garden was 
developed as a much- 
needed green space in 
2010 as part of a project 
to improve local public 


spaces. Some of the plants 
that had taken root on the 
old line, such as buddleia 
and bracken, have been 
retained alongside newly 
planted trees and shrubs 
that are good for wildlife, 
while Dalston locals grow 
vegetables and herbs in the 
large raised beds. 

All of the Hackney 
gardens taking part in 
Open Garden Squares 
Weekend have their own 
fascinating stories to tell - as 
well as being beautiful - so 
hopefully the sun will shine 
and people can get out and 
discover the hidden gems on 
their doorsteps.

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The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 201 4. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is ClIrSadeEtti.

THIS Tuscan white bean, cabbage and bread soup - from a chef at the E5 Bakehouse 
- is best made the day before you eat it. If you are using dried cannellini beans then 
you’ll need to soak them two days before you want the soup. 


Ingredients 

• large onion 
•carrot 

• stick of celery 
•two cloves of garlic 
•tsp of tomato puree 
•bay leaf 

•finely chopped sage or 
rosemary 
•sprig of thyme 

• salt & pepper 

• half a tin of good-quality 
chopped tomatoes 

•tin of (or preferably home- 
cooked) cannellini beans 
(about 80g if dried) 

•finely shredded savoy cabbage
